Should punk bands release their-music/noise on records or tapes?I feel 
this is an important- question. Many punk bands of course fSlease a tape 
during the early part of their assistance, but when they start to get 
more well-known, and popular, they almost unvariably start to turn to 
•vinyl, for releasing their stuff * Personally, i think records are a rip- 
Off-I mean for &.% price of a quid, p£& (Average cost of a7" 5 you are 
lucky to get 10 minutes listening, but for the same cost you could 
get a 150 tane-oS respect, of course c the way that some record labels 
keep prices down-such as CRAS8/SFIBER LEG/Sf.X MOOTS WAR etc,, but 
compared to tapes they are still a ripoff, Value-For-Money wise. 

So this brings us to some of the reasons WHY^bands, and especially some 
of the bigger bands, don’t release tapes„ ec fWell i think the basic 
reason is' because people somehow think a bit of plastic with nice pie 
sleeve is ’better'' than a tape, perhaps because it is more ’permanent’ 
and can’t be erased or chewed' up.But it’s only cheap crap tapes that 
chew up and records can get seratcged/warped anyway.Perhaps' it’s the 
attitude of the bands- maybe they don't feel they’ve accomplished any 
thing positive until they see their very own bit3_ of very expensive 
vinyl coming off the presses- it's the old. “look'Mum, I’ve Made A
